Many  times  our  people  are  not  aware  of  the  procedures  that  are  set  forth  by  the 
directors  or  manager,  and  have  problems  meeting  their  requests. 

We  hope  that  this  series  of  articles  on  "Know  the  Procedures"  will  help  you  bet- 
ter understand  these  policies  and  procedures.  , / 

REQUESTS: 

A.  Repair  Requests  —  All  repair  requests  (plumbing  or  electrical)  will  be  re- 
ported to  the  office.  Make  sure  you'  report  in  details  the . extent  of. .your  request, 
also  giving  your  house  number  and  camp. 

All  emergency  repairs  after  working  hours  will  be  reported  to  the  manager. 
Notes  The  calling  of  the  maintenance  men  or  any  other  employee  of  the  corpora- 
tion will  only  delay  your  request, 

B.  Request  for  Cesspool  Pumping —  All  requests  for  cesspool  pumping  should  be 
made  through  the  Housing  Corporation's  office. 

This  procedure  will  also  tell  us  the  areas  that  we  are  having  this  kind  of  prob- 
lem. Your  cooperation  on  this  matter  is  important  to  us. 

We  also  ask  that  you  report  to  us  when  the  C  &  C  people  pumped  your  cesspool. 
This  will  become  record  for  the  Corporation, 

C.  Request  for  Use  of  Corporation  Equipment  —.This  includes  mobile  equipment, 
chairs,  tools,  or  any  other  property  that  belongs  to  the  Housing  Corporation.  The 
requirement  is  that  you  make  a  written  request  at  least  2  days  prior  to  the  day  that 
you  want  it  for,  The  form  will  be  furnished  by  the  office,  and  after  completed,  ^  be 
forwarded  to  the  manager  for  approval  or  denial,  You  should  call  the  office  to  find 
out  whether  your  request  was  approved  or  denied, 

D.  Request  for  Use  of  Community  Club  House  —  This  request  has  to  be  made   in 
writing  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  time  you  plan  to  use  it.   I  would' suggest  that 
you  check  to  see  if  the  building  is  available  for  that  date.   If  the  date  is  open, 
then  apply.  Again,  check  at  a  later  date  to  see  if  your  request  was  approved. 

E.  Request  for  Bulky  Items  Pick-Up  —  All  requests  for  bulky  items  pick-up 
should  be  made  not  later  than  the  last  Friday  of  each  month, 

'  F,  Request  for  Roofing;  Materials  —  Roofing  paper  will  be  furnished  by  the  Cor- 
poration on  a  limited  amount  basis. 

We  will  consider  all  requests  and  make  inspection  before  purchasing  the  material. 
For  spot  leaks,  we  suggest  that  you  try  to  patch  or  paste  the  area,

REGISTRATION  OF  NON-DEPENDENT  TENANTS 

October  31  was  the  deadline  for  all  non-dependent  tenants  living  in 
Kahuku  Housing  Corporation  homes  to  register  with  us. 

To  this  date,   10/28/74,  we  have  131  non-dependent  tenants  that  hav 
registered. 

Effective  November  1,  1974,  we  will  not  allow  any  of  our  stock-hold- 
ers or  non-stockholders  to  let  live  with  them  any  non-dependent  tenant 
without  first  being  registered  and  accepted  by  this  Corporation. 

Failure  to  comply  with  this  procedure  will  leave  us  no  alternative 
but  to  ask  our  tenant  to  have  these  people  removed. 

This  procedure  is  being  taken  because: 

1)  We  have  been  having  too  many  "non-dependent  tenants"  move  into  our 
community. 

2)  Our  Corporation  should  know  who  is  living  in  its  homes. 

3)  Rising  cost  of  water  has  exceeded  beyond  expectations. 

4)  Over-crowdedness  is  a  reality  in  some  of  our  homes. 

5)  Cesspool  problems. 

6)  Parking  problems. 

*  *  *  K  N  O  W   THE   PROCEDURES*** 
September's  issue  of  KAHUKUAN  NEWS  explained   the  REQUEST   policies 
and  procedures.   For  this  issue  we  will  discuss  the  COMPLAINT  procedures 

COMPLAINTS; 

All  complaints  should  be  forwarded  through  Kahuku  Housing  Corpora- 
tion office  and  signed  by  the  person  filing  the  complaint.    This   form 
is  supplied  by  the  office  and  will  be  forwarded  to  the  manager. 

It  is  important  in  reporting  a  complaint,  that  you  get  all  the  facts. 

Complaints  should  be  reported  as  soon  as  possible,  giving  the  date, 
time,  place,  and  nature  of  the  complaint. 

If  you  do  not  wish  to  fill  out  a  complaint  form,  write  a  letter  to 
the  manager  or  the  president  of  this  corporation. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  kinds   of   complaints   that   have  beer 
processed  by  the  manager: 

A.  Complaints  about  Loose  Dogs  —  We  all  by  now  should  understand  that 
there  is  a  leash  law  and  also  one  of  the  House  Rules  of  this  Corpora- 
tion. 

If  a  .complaint  comes  in  giving  us  the  name  of  the  owner,   then   at 
least  we  can  get  after  the  owner  and  remind  him  of  the   law  and  house 
rule. 

This  loose  dog  situation  is  becoming  a  serious  problem  in  Kahuku. 

Some  of  the  problems  are  "dog  bites,"   tearing-up  of  trash  bags   and 
dumping  trash  cans,   leaving  the  area  in  a  mess;   talking  about   mess, 
loose  dogs  leave  their  deposits  in  other  than  his  owner's  yard.    Also, 
dogs  kill  other  pets  in  the  community.    We  have  encountered  many  other 
experiences. 

B.  COMPLAINTS  ON  Speeders  in  Camp  —  Speeding  in  the  camp  road  is  an- 
other complaint.   Speed  limit  in  the  camp  is  10  MPH. 

Speeders  should  be  told  to  abide  with  the  speed  limit. 
If  you  do  not  want  to  talk  to  the   speeder,   take   the   date,   time, 
place,  model  of  the  car,  and  the  license  number. 

C.  Complaints  on  noise  —  Noise  making  is  another  complaint  that  ±l 
reported. 

Disturbing  your  neighbors  with  noise  when  he  is  trying  to  sleep, 
listening  to  the  TV  or  radio  would  surely  turn  on  a  person  to  complain, 

***The  policy  and  procedures  are  geared  to  avoid  calling  a  policeman. 
If  we  can  correct  these  faults  within  our  community  without  getting 
"outside"  people  involved,  it  would  be  better  for  all  of  us.

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Our  Kahuku  Community  Hospital  maintains  a  24-hour  emergency  ambulanc 
service  covering  the  Koolauloa  area  from  Kualoa  Point   to  Waimea  Bay. 
This  service  is  free.   The  City  and  County  of  Honolulu   also  provides 
additional  ambulance  back-up  service  on  the   rare   ocasions  when  more 
than  one  emergency  occurs  simultaneously  in  this  area.     If  a  resident 
of  the  community  is  faced  with  a  medical  emergency  involving  himself  o. 
someone  around  him,   the  fastest  way  to  receive  help  is  to   follow  tl. 
procedure  given  below: 

1)  Notify  the  Kahuku  Hospital  ambulance  immediately.  Telephone  numbe: 
are  293-9123  (Kahuku  ambulance  emergency  phone) ,  293-9221  (Kahuku  Ho? 
pital  phone) ,  or  947-1212  (Island-wide  Emergency  Ambulance  phone) .  A; 
of  these  numbers  will  quickly  activate  the  Kahuku  emergency  crew.  R: 
member,  all  immediately.  Don't  wait  until  the  patient's  condition  die 
teriorates. 

2)  When  calling  for  an  ambulance,  do  not  panic.   Give  the  correct  stre< 
address,   nearby  landmarks  and  any  other  information  that  is   requests c 
that  will  expedite  arrival  of  the  ambulance  at  your  location.    Incor- 
rect addresses  are  frequently  given  and  waste  valuable  time. 

3)  Seek  first-aid  prior  to  arrival  of  the  ambulance  by  someone  qualif.i.e 
to  render  such  aid.  Do  not  move  injured  persons  needlessly.  Move- 
ment may  aggravate  their  injuries.  The  fire  or  police  departments  cai. 
be  a  valuable  source  of  additional  help  until  the  ambulance  arrives. 

4)  Mark  your  house  number  clearly.  Many  houses  in  the  area  are  not 
marked  at  all.  Place  your  house  number  in  an  easily  readable  location. 
Mail  boxes  or  front  fences  near  the  roadway  are  the  best  places  to  dis- 
play your  house  number  for  quick  and  easy  identification.  Numbers  or. 
the  walls  of  houses  distant  from  the  road  are  frequently  hard  to  pick 
up  at  night. 

5)  If  a  medical  emergency  occurs  inside  a  house  at  night,  turn  on  or 
outside  front  light  to  mark  your  house,  or  better  still,  have  someone 
stand  by  the  roadside  with  a  flashlight  to  flag  down  the  ambulance. 

6)  If  you  are  in  any  doubt  whether  or  not  the  ambulance  has  been  calle 
please  call  anyway.  We  would  rather  have  two  or  three  calls  than  not.  ~ 
at  all  and  waste  valuable  time.  Investigation  of  some  recent  tragi''. 
incidents  has  revealed  that  the  ambulance  was  called  many  valuable  min- 
utes after  the  emergency  occured.  As  a  citizen,  you  owe  it  to  you. 
sick  or  injured  neighbors  to  act  in  a  responsible  manner  when  a  mediceu 
disaster  strikes  them.  We  stand  by  ready  to  help  whenever  needed.  I 
hope  the  above  information  will  help  to  maximize  the  use  of  our  ambular. 
service  in  the  future.

KNOW    THE    PROCEDURES 

There  are  seven  articles   in  the  CODE  OF  BY-LAWS. 

Article  I  refers   to   the   stockholder  and  covers  meetings,  notice;-, 
quorum,   voting,   proxies. 

Article  II  covers   the  director  and  his   powers   and  duties. 

Article  III  covers  the  officers  of  this  corporation  and  their  dutic 

Article  IV  reflects  on  execution  of  instrument.  It  refers  to  signa- 
gures  and  who   is   authorized  to  execute. 

Article  V  refers  to  the  Proprietary  Lease.  It  explains  the  form  of 
the  lease,  the  assignment,  its  certificate,  the  stock.  It  also  explains 
the  fees  on  transfer,   loss  of  a  proprietary   lease. 

Article  VI  refers  to  the  Capital  Stock,  its  certificate  of  shares, 
issuance  of  stock,  transfers,  units  of  issuance,  fees  on  transfer,  cor- 
poration lieu,   lost  certificates   and  the   seal. 

Article  VII  covers   amendments. 

The  above  is  a  summary  of  the  articles  and  what  each  article  con- 
tains. As  a  stockholder  or  a  concerned  Kahukuan,  it  is  only  proper 
that  you  better  understand   these  procedures. 

For  this  month's  article  on  "KNOW  THE  PROCEDURES",  we  will  discusr 
Article  I   of   the   CODE   OF   BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE 


1.  Annual  Meetings 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  held  during  the 
month  of  April. 

The  stockholder  shall  elect  directors. 

General  business   may  be  brought  before   the  meeting. 

2.  Special  Meetings 

Special  meeting  may  be  called  at  any  time  upon  request  of  the 
President  or  any  two  directors.  At  any  special  meeting  such  business 
will  be  specified  on  the  notice  to  the  stockholder.  Other  business  may 
be  transacted. 

3.  Adjourned  Meetings 

Any  meeting  of  the  stockholders  may  be  adjourned  from  time  to 
time  although  a  quorum  is  not  present,  without  notice  other  than  an 
announcement  at  the  meeting.  Adjournment  may  be  to  such  time  and  place 
as  determined  by  a  majority  vote  of  those  present.  At  any  adjourned 
meeting  at  which  a  quorum  is  present,  any  business  may  be  transacted  at 
the  meeting  as  originally  called  and  noticed. 

4.  Notices 

Written  notice  giving  the  date,  time,  place  whether  annual  or 
special  shall  be  mailed  to  each  stockholder  at  least  seven  days  prior 
to   the   meeting. 

5.  Quorum  and  Vote 

At  any  meeting  of  stockholders,  the  holders  of  a  majority  of  the 
shares  of  capital  stock  issued  and  outstanding  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Each  stockholder  present  in  person  or  represented  by  proxy  ir 
writing  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  capital  stoc. 
award . 

Stocks   that   are   jointly  owned  may  be  voted  by  any  one  of  th 
jointly  owned  stock. 

6.  Proxies 

Any  stockholder  may  authorize  any  person  to  vote  as  a  proxy 
provided  that  authorization  in  writing  must  be  filed  with  or  presented 
to  the  corporation  prior  to  the  meeting  at  which  such  proxy  or  proxies 
are   to  be  acted.   A  limit  of  five   proxy  votes   is    permitted.
